THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS— INDIE-
PENDENCE SQUARE.
Tur State Senate yesterday, by a vote of
ayes to 1 uay, passed the House bill to autho-
rize the people of Philadelphia to fix upon a
gite for the public buildings in October next,
but with a proviso that Independence Square
ghall not be voted for. The Benate also
passed, by a vote of 26 ayes to 3 nays, the
House bill prohibiting the erection of the
publio buildings in Independence Square.
There will undonbtedly be a great pressure
brought to bear upon the Governer by pro-
perty holders in the neighborhood of Inde-
pendence Sqnare to induce him to withhold
his signature from these bills, bub it is sin-
oerely to be hoped that he will have the firm-
noss and courage to do his obvious duty in
the matter by giving his assent forthwith,
and thereby extend to Independence Square
all the protection that can be afforded

by the laws of the Btate. We have
hitherto advocated the plan proposed
for submitting this whole matter to

a vote of the citizens of Philadelphia, confi-
dent that a very large majority would be
found opposed in & most decided manner to
the desecration of the square and Indepon-
dence Hall by baving them obstructed and
overshadowed by n mass of new and showy
buildings, ospecially ns there is at least one
place botter adapted in every way for the
purposes of the city. We are, however,
much better satisficd with the nction of the
Legislature in removing Independence Square
altogether ont of the field of controversy.
Tho people of Philadelphia are not the
only ones who have a right to be oconsulted
on this subject, and it might happen that
there would be enough voters in October next
who would be unable to appreciate the im-
portanes, from a purely patriotio standpoint,
of the question submitted for their action, to
ganoction the contemplated incumbrance of
Independence Square, in spite of all the arga-
ments that could be urged against it. We do
not think any such result would ensue within
the range of erdinary probabilities, but for
the sake of the argument we may presume it
to be possible, The question therefore ongh®
not to be left entirely to the decision of the
people of Philadelphia. Independence Hall
is a national edifice and Independence Square
is national ground. Not merely Philadal-
phians but the peopls of the State of Penn.
sylvania and the whole United States are
interested in preserving such a monu-
ment o8 Independence Hall inviolable,
and the srection of the proposed pile of pub.
lic buildings upon the square would be an
outrage upon the whole American people that
would deservedly disgrace Philadelphia. If
there were no other available spot upon
which to locate the municipal buildings that
we undoubtedly so badly need, there might be
a shadow of an excuse for the appropriation
of this sacred ground. But in the four
squarcs at the intersection of Broad and
Market streets we have more than enough
ground for all our requirements—ground, too,
that from the very foundation of the city was
set apart for this very purpose, 'This location
is rapidly beocoming the business centre of
the city, and with the four squares thrown into
one, and a broad roadway around them,
Philadelphia will have a site for her pablio
buildings that will bs imposing, appropriate,
and in all respects unsurpassed by any other |
city in the United States, |
The whole opposition to the project for the
location of the municipal buildings at Penn
Square comos from property ownera in the
neighborhiood of Independence Square, It
is well for the Governor to consider that all
the newspapers that have been advocating in
season and out of season the Independenos
Square project have their offices in that vi-
cinity. while Tue Evesma Trixonarn and
the other journals located sbout Third strect,
and removed from both the rival gites, have
earnestly protested sgainst the proposed
desecration. We are able to decide in this
matter impartinlly and disinterestedly, and
wo claim that our opinions are entitled o
greater weight than those of our contempo.

WERPING AND WAILING.
Tor ways of the New York Democracy are
mysterions, but they are not altogether past
finding out. At the lsst election, they ol-
tained complete control of the State Govern-
ment, adding both branches of the Legisla.
ture to the departments already secured.
Then came a grand outery from the slums of
the “*bloody Bixth"” ward of New York ecity
againat the Albany commissions which for
some years past have given the city the only
semblance of decent government which it
has enjoyed. 'The sachems of Tammany
Hall took the lead in the raid against them,
and promised the rough and ready element
standing at their back that self-government
should be restored to New York, which meant
simply that the Metropolitan police system
and every other creature of the preceding Re-
publican Legislatures should be upset and
Tammany Hall installed in their places, A
ponderous bill was prepared whioch at one
stroke obliterated all traces of the commis.
sion system, and placed the peopls of the
city, bound hand and foot, in the power of
Peter B, Sweeney and his “‘ring.” But there
was rebellion in the camp, and the World be-
camo the organ of the insnrgents. It was
shown by that journal that the proposed new
city charter was simply an iniquitons con-
spiracy of the Bweeney ‘‘ring" against the
taxpayers, and its iniquity was so glaring
that, aided by the Republican members of
the Legislature, the country Democrats
nipped the conspiracy in the bud. Then a
so-called compromise was patched up between
the factions of the party, and still another

The New York city Democracy are of ecourse
in a pitinble state. Tammany Hall is in a
quandary, and its sachems know not which
way to turn, nor whom to trust.

THE PROPOSED NEW TERRITORIAL
ACQUISITIONS.

A peseaTcn from Washington states that the
Nenate Foreign Committee have agreed to
report against the ratification of the St,
Thomas and Samana Bay treaties; and the
disposition thus evinced to prevent the nation
from being entangled in any new land specu-
lations will be cordially commended by the
American people. The existing pressure of
debt and taxation should never be lost sight
of for a moment, and instead of secking
additionsl ways to spend the public monsy,
the Executive as well as the logislative
branches of the Government should ever be
mindful of the paramount necessity of saving
every dollar that can be saved, There isa
fearful contrast between ths old land
purchases of the nation which, by their
chespness and utility, have become popu-
lar, and the speculative operations of modern
administrations, Jefferson gave only three
millions of dollars for the Louisiana purchase,
which included hundreds of millions of acres
of the most fertile land in the world, and
whioch was worth, intrinsically, a thousand
bleak Alaskas, or ten thousand little spacks
like St., Thomas. For California and the
oontiguous territories only s few millions
were paid, and after yiclding a gold produot
fifty times as great as its cost, it is now one
of the most productive agricultural States of
the Union, and its chisf cityis one of the
most important of American ports. There
were reason and profit in these transactions,
We obtained a great deal of extremely valua.
ble land, encumbered with but a small
pumber of intractable inhabitants, for
a very moderate sum, and the statesmen who
conducted such negotiations will be de-
servedly honored for making such good bar-
guins forthe Amerioan people. Their modern
imitators, however, are distingnished mainly
for the magnitude of the snms they propose
to pay for comparatively or totally worthless
territory. The first great frand perpetrated
was in the Gadsden purchase, by which sbout
ten millions were paid for a strip of the most

barren, worthless, and totally useless aggre-
@gnle of rocks nnd desorts on the face of the
globe, Tha Alsska purchase was but ohe
dogree leas iniguitously extravagant. The 8¢,
Thomas treaty, by which the nntion was
pledged to pay ten millions for a lithle
rock in mid-ocean that is liable at any mo.
ment to be submergad by a voleanie convul.
sion or a tidal wave, was another gross ont-
rage on Amorican taxpayers. And now we
hive the Samana Bay treaty, by which the
nation agrees to pay 150,000 in gold per
annum, or the interost of §2,500,000, for fifty
yoars, for the use of & Weat Indian harbor and
oonling station. There may be a plansible
naval excnse for this expenditure, and a pro-
bability that in certain contingenocies it wonld
be worth the money. Butif we have baen
able to manage the navy in time of war with-
out this bay, we think it quite possible that
its use may be dispensed with for at least a
fow years longer, in time of peace,

The period has gone by when national
greatness is either measured by or dependent
upon the extent or the strategio value of
foreign possessions. Great Britain has held
CGiibraltar for centuries, but if she had spent
the money involved in holding it in the edu-
cation of millions of her subjects who have
been suffered to grow up in ignorance for
want of appropriations to her public schools,
she would be stronger to-day even in a mili-
tary point of view than a hundred Gibraltars
could make her. The time must como when
all the West India islands that we can profita.
bly use will be ours on our own terms, and
without sny material increase of the public
burdens, No vital interest requires us now
to hasten that period, and we have at home
an abundant fleld for the exercise of all our
energies, and for the expenditure of every
dollar of public money that can be spared.
Waare glad that the spirit of economy is
exercising an influnence over the deliberations
of the Senate, and we hope that that body
will sustain the action of its Committee on
Foreign Affairs,

Tae Ixcomt Tax Aaary.—There i8 no use in
temporising with the income tax, or attempt-
ing to remedy this and that of the thonsand
and one absurd decisions of Commissioner
Delano by a fresh net of Congress. The tax
is arbitrary, oppressive, and inquisitorial to
the last degree. It was submitted to only as
a war measure, and the faith of the Govern.
